MARIETTA, Ga. Mar 30.— 


Jndge J. H. Hawkins, of the Blue 
Ridge judicial circuit, today ren- 
dered a decision declaring the act 
of the United States congress of 
March 22, 1933, legalizing the man- 
ufacture, sale and transportation of 
beer containing not more than 3.2 
per cent alcohol by weight, to be 
unconstitutional, null and, void. 
The decision was handed down by 
the Marietta jurist at the conclusion 
of a joint hearing of three writs

M. tome "The driver of 
the truck and two negro helpers were 
arrested and jailed and the beer and 
truck were confiscated. 

The hearing today was on habeas 
corpus writs filed by the three ar- 
rested men, an intervention filed: by 
the Bullock Transfer & Storage 
Company for the release of their 
truck and a petition for injunction 
filed by Herman Ryman, of Chatta- 
nooga, to prevent the sheriff from 
destroying the beer, title to which 
he claimed.. All of the petitions 
were denied in Judge Hawkins’ de- 
cision. 

Hearing in Chambers. 

The hearing was held at chambers 
in the Cobb county courthouse. IL, 
M. Blair represented all the peti- 
tioners, and Guy Roberts, Marietta 
attorney, appeared as counsel for 
Sheriff Legg, who was made defend- 
ant in each of the actions. 

In commenting on the case, Judge 
Hawkins declared that he was anxious 
for the United States supreme court 
to rule on his decision and definitely 
settle the legal tangles which have 
developed in Georgia since passage of 
the beer bill by congress. 

After reading his decision Judge 
Hawkins granted permission to the 
sheriff to release the large truck to 
the Bullock Transfer and Storage 
Company upon arrangement by them 
of a supersedeas bond, satisfactory 
to the sheriff. Each of the arrested 
men will be allowed freedom upon

discussion’ betweeh the United States 
and Russia, looking toward an en- 
largement of the export market for 
American agricultural products, will 
take concerete form within a few 
days, it was réliably indicated today. 

They will cénter largely on cotton 
and live stock—two of the _ soviet 
union’s prime needs. 

In these 'trade negotiations, which 
probably will be extended later to 
encompass a revival of machinery ex- 
ports, the Amtorg Trading Corpora- 
tion, soviet agency, will deal directly 
with representatives of the govern- 
ment in Washington. 

Neither nation is working toward 
a trade agreement, it was understood, 
but instead both contemplate barter- 
ing as far as possible. ‘In return, 
Russia can ship manganese, chrome 
ore, furs, foodstuffs, pulp wood 
(spruce) and asbestos, among other 
products. 

The peak of Russian imports from 
the United States was reached in 
1930, .the first year after the market 
crash. They shot up from $85,000,- 
000 in 1929 to $114,000,000. 

In 1931 exports to Russia fell off 
slightly to $104,000,000 and in 1932 
tumbled to $13,000,000. In all of 
these years, approximately 85 to 90 
per cent of our exports to the soviet 
union were in machinery. 

In the view of Amtorg, two things 
brought about this drastic decline : 
First, lack of favorable credit in the 
United States and the finding of 
credit in EKuropean markets; and, 
second, opposition by some American 
groups to soviet trade. 

The soviets feel now they can look 
for favorable credit action, if any is 
neéded, in as much as the forthcom- 
ing negotiations will be under official 
sanction of the administration. 

An indication of .the extent of the 
Russian market for cotton is seen 
in the negotiations of a year ago for 
the purchase by Amtorg of upwards 
of 200,000 bales of Dixie cotton. 

The deal collapsed after opposition 
arose in the federal farm board. Since 
then the societ union adopted a “sit- 
back-and-wait” policy as applied to

Amid debate over disclosures it al- 
ready had made, the senate banking 
committee arranged today to receive 
from Ferdinand Pecora an outline of 


the course he expects to pursue in 
the resumption tomorrow of the in- 
quiry into J. P. Morgan & ‘ompany. 

The debate in the senate today 
circled about a _ possible successor 


| for Secretdry Woodin, who has been 


| disclosed as having been on a list of 
those who were sold stock by the 
Morgan company at reduced prices 
several years before he took the post 
as: head of the treasury: 

Senator Long, democrat, Louisi- 
ana, told the senate selection of 
Lewis Douglas, director of the budg- 
et, to succeed Woodin would be like 
“going out of the frying pan into 
fire.”’ 

His remark stirred up a discus- 
sion of possible successors to Wood- 
in in which the name of James M. 
Cox, former presidential candidate, 
was mentioned, but in which there 
was no denial of the belief, that 
Woodin would resign. 

Woodin was named on the two lists 
of special clients of the Morgan firm 
which have been put before the in- 
vestigating committee. 

New List Expected. 

Pecora, the committee counsel, was 
| expected to start the inquiry off to- 
morrow with another such list of 
clients to whom stock was sold at 
bargain prices, 

‘Before resuming his job of uncov- 
ering the innermost activities of the | 
House of Morgan, however, the ag: | 
gressive counsel must give a review 
of his evidence to the investigating 
committee. 

Undisturbed by the committee’s de- 
cision, Pecora arrived in the capital 
late today. 

He will be without one of his 
strongest supporters on the commit- 
tee during most of the remainder of 
the inquiry, however, as Senator 
Couzens, republican, Michigan, said 
he was leaving this week for Detroit 
preparatory to sailing for London 
as a delegate to the world economic 
conference.

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Three Killed as Meyer [FACIE |S WARNED 
Wins 500-Mile Race 


100,000 Spectators Present As Californian 
Captures Indianapolis Event at Speed 
of 104 Miles an Hour.

SPEEDWAY, INDIANAPOLIS, | 

May 30.—(4)—Death took the wheel | 
of speeding race cars today as Louis | 
Meyer, 29, Huntington Park, Cal., 
rode to victory in the 500-mile auto- 
mobile race over the Indianapolis mo- 
tor speedway, joining rank with Tom- 
my Milton as the only man who ever 
won the race twice. 

While the cheers of 100,000 spec- 
tators proclaimed Meyer in triumph, 
three young men lay dead and one 
other -seriously injured, victims of 
two tragic smashups. 

The victims were Mark Billman, 30- 
year-old Indianapolis driver, 4G. 
L.. Jordan, 27-year-old mechanic of 
Lafayette, Ind., who suceumbed to in- 
juries when the two cars, traveling 
at terrific speed, crashed over the re- 
taining wall on the treacherous turns 
of the 2 1-2-mile brick track, and 
Leslie Spangler, driver of the car in 
which Jordan rode as mechanic.

Meyer rode the 500 miles in 
4 :48.00.55, for an average of 104.162 
miles an hour, breaking all records. 
He eclipsed the performance of Fred- 
die Frame, of Los Angeles, wigner of 
the 1932 race, who won that event 
at an average of 104.144 miles. per 
hour. Meyer’s performance was re- 
garded as amazing considering the 
fact that the race was twice slowed 
down, with the drivers traveling at a 
snail’s pace, while the track was being 
cleared of wrecked cars. 

Billman, fatally injured when his 
car, traveling at record-breaking 
speed, crashed into the retaining wall 
on the northeast turn, skidded to the

Lumber Industry, Prices 
and Employment Show 
Decided Improvement.

SEATTLE, Wash., May 30.—() 
A month of rising prices and increased 


employment has brought new confi- 
dence to farmers and businessmen of 
the Pacific northwest. 7 

Lumbering, key industry of the 

coast area and perhaps the greatest 
sufferer during recent years, is show- 
ing definite improvement. Three- 
point-two beer brought back hop 
raising, a once profitable field. 
- Adyances in wheat set flour mills 
to humming with re-employment of 
820 men in Seattle and Tacoma alone. 
Other farm products perked up. Live 
stock, dairying, shipping and rail 
transportation are improving. 

The West Coast Lumbermen’s As- 
sociation and the Western Pine As- 
sociation reported buying reached the 
highest peak since April, 1931. More 
than 1,000 men were recalled to work 
and additional timber cutting camps 
were started. A number of firms rais- 
ed wages 10 to 33 1-3 per cent to 
compensate for previous cuts. 

President D. Demarest, of the W. C. 
L. A., said 600,000 days of work rep- 
resenting at least $1,800,000 in wages 
was provided American lumbermen in 
the last 10 months as the result of a 
duty on foreign soft woods, 

Marine agents of Seattle, Tacoma 
and Portland repérted an “unbeliev- 
able gain” in shipping. In Seattle 
alone, within the last two months, 
more than 14 vessels aggregating 100,- 
000 tons were returned to service.

Going and Returning 
vie Savennah and ship. 


LONDON, May 30—(UP)—The 
creation of a permanent authority 
with almost dictatorial powers to con- 
trol Great Britain's food supply was 
assured today when the-house of com- 
mons. passed the third reading of the 


new agricultural marketing bill. The 
vote was 271 to 56. 

The main purpose of the measure is 
to put new life into Britain’s agri- 
cultural « industry R populating im- 
ports of foreign foodstuffs. : 

Since last November, through a 
series of agreements with leading meat 
importers, the government has appre- 
ciably reduced the huge supplies of 
beef, mutton, bacon and ham pouring 
into England. The restriction meas- 
ures halted the steady decline in meat 
prices, and encouraged the government 
to extend the principle to other ‘foods. 

The bill provides that when the pro- 
ducers of any commodity such as 
meat, ultry, dairy products or po- 
tatoes have agreed upon a marketing 
scheme acceptable to parliament, the 
board of trade is to regulate imports 
of that commodity in the interest of 
the producers. 

A board of five “food dictators” 
will be in charge of the new plan. 
They will control the operation of all 
marketing plans after the farmers 
have organized among themselves. 
They will advise the government when 
and how,to regulate food imports. 


Labor to Seek Share | 
In ‘Recovery’ Benefits 


WASHINGTON, May 30.—(/)— 
Leaders of organized labor today were 
summoned to a special meeting here 
next Tuesday to frame demands that 
labor receive its full share of bene- 
fits from the vast public works-in- 
dustrial control bill, 

William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, in 
calling the meeting of federation of- 
ficials, said that “labor is determined 
that industry, corporations and the 
owners of industry shall not be the 
exclusive beneficiaries of organization, 
price stabilization and the elimina- 
tion of unfair trade: practices, as pro- 
vided for in the act.” 

He will recommend, he said, the 
launching of a campaign to organize 
workers so that they “may demand 
that employers negotiate with their 
chosen representatives in the estab- 
lishment of decent wages, shorter 
hours and improved conditions of em- 
ployment.”

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REPUDIATION NOT INVOLVED. 

It is urged by some that the abo- 
‘ition of the gold clause in gov- 
ernment securities, already enacted 
by the house and now before the 
senate, would be “rank repudia- 
tion’? and would be so considered, 
especially in other nations. 

it is an axiom of law that no 
contract impossible of fulfillment is 
valid. It is obvious that the United 
States, possessing only a little more 
than $4,000,000,000 in gold re- 
serves, cannot pay in gold bullion 
the more than $20,000,000,000 of 
its outstanding indebtedness. 


President Roosevelt in a recent 
address cited the impossibility of 
such payment, pointing out that if 
all the holders of government gold 
securities were to demand payment 
at one time only the first-comers, 
holding securities amounting to 
only one-fifth of the total amount 
outstanding, could be paid, and the 
other four-fifths would ‘‘have to be 
politely told that there is no 
more gold.” 

As to the alleged horror with 
which Europe regards the presi- 
dent’s suggestion that the country 
has a right to pay its obligations 
in its currency, F. H. Hamilton, 
a prominent Englishman,- in the 
London Times, takes the position 
that “President Roosevelt, as the 
official head of perhaps the great- 
est of the creditor nations, has 
taken a decision which can only 
mean that he regards the spirit of 
the bond -as more important than 
the letter.”’ 

This is a personal opinion. 

But the English courts have 
passed on the question—so after 
all, John Bull cannot be so much 
exercised at our having cast the 


‘“‘vold clause’’ aside. 

England has done the same thing, : 
her courts holding that “even a/'§ 
gold bond is only a simple con-.| 
tract to secure the payment of a/| 
sum of money, and if that sum is | 
tendered in whatever happens to! 
be legal tender at the time when 
the sum becomes due, the obliga- 
tion is discharged.” 

This decision was rendered by | 
the chancery division of the Brit- | 
ish courts in what is known as'! 
the Belgian gold bond case, and | 
in which English holders of the | 
securities of a Belgian concern in- | 
sisted that payment must be made 
in gold, of a certain weight and 
fineness as specified in the bonds, | 
and which the company held was | 
not obligatory, even under Eng- | 
lish law. 

Upon the ‘appeal of the case to | 
the court of appeals, Lord Justice | 
Lawrence took the position that | 
the holder of the bond was, under | 
the expressed terms of existing 
Statutes, legally bound to accept 
pound sterling in payment of the 
bond, and on such payment the 
indebtedness of the company un- 
der the bond was discharged and 
the obligation extinguished. 

The court emphasized its deci- | 
sion by citing that England in 1928 
had withdrawn gold from circula- 
tion and that therefore all obliga- 
tions, calling for payment in gold, 
must of necessity be satisfied by 
payment in currency of legal and! 
current tender. 

The English situation is exactly 
parallel to that now existing in the 
United States. Having withdrawn 
gold and gold certificates from cir- 
culation, thus making it impossible 
to pay private gold notes in the 
bullion certified on their face, the 
government is now moving to put 
the same limitation on its own ob- 
ligations. 

The London Financial News, out- 
Standing English financial periodi- 
cal, in commenting on the impor- 
tance of the legal problems con- 
nected with the presence’in cer- 
tain contracts of the so-called “gold 
clause,” holds that since the Eng-

In the event, therefore, 
of the refusal of an American cor- 
poration to pay interest in gold dol- 
lars to an English bondholder, the 
Financial News points out that— 


It is obvious that the question 


0 must be whether the obligation to 


pay falls under the regime of Eng- 
lish or American law. If American 
law applies and payment ‘s due in 
dollars on a gold basis, the debt can 
be discharged by payment ‘1 paper 
dollars representing the amount of 
the debt, or its equivalent in ster- 
ling as calculated according to the 
rate of exchange for dollars -n the 
date on which payment falls due. In 
such a case the requirement of pay- 
me..t in gold coin falls to the ground, 
as the law governing the obligation 
to pay has dispensed with the obli- 
gation to tender gold. 

At least, therefore, so far as Eng- 
land is concerned, there is no foun- 
dation gor the charge of Repre- 
sentative Luce, republican, of 
Massachusetts, that the elimination 
of the gold clause from United 
States government obligations will 
be the “breaking of faith” with 
holders of the bonds. 

In the Belgian case the English 
courts held specifically that ‘‘a 100- 
pound note is a document to se- 
cure the payment of 100 pounds 
and nothing else.” 


AN INTERESTING EXPERIMENT. 


The ‘‘interim legislative coun- 
cil,” established by Kansas as a 
move to increased efficiency in 
government, is an experiment 
which should be closely watched 
by the governmental heads of 
every other state in the Union. 
One of the greatest stumbling 
blocks to governmental efficiency 
and economy in the United States 
is the breakdown in the legislative 
affairs of federal, state and local 
governments and any step which 
would assure less politics and less 
delays and the introduction of more 
businesslike methods in the per- 
formance of legislative duties would 
be a god-send to a suffering public. 
The interim council cosists of 
10 state senators, 15 representa- 
tives and the presiding officer of 
each branch of the general assem- 
bly. It will be obligatory upon it 


to meet at least once in each four || 


months to canvass the legislative 
needs of the state. 


The St. Louis Post-Dispatch, in 
commenting upon the possible ben- 
efits from the new experiment in 
government, feels that “in a time 
when each session of every legis- 
lative body is literally swamped 
with bills, it can serve as a fact- 
finding agency whose advisory 
opswions can be of material help 
to the legislature proper, and its 
Stated meeting can connect the va- 
rious sessions of the legislature in 
an orderly manner, and thus, to a 
large extent, remove the intervals 
during which there is no legisla- 
tive advancement. It can be of as- 
sistance in keeping alive good 
causes which all too often expire 
between sessions.” 

The Kansas experiment cannot 
be considered a cure-all for all the 
shortcomings of legislature pro- 
cedure, but it appears to have some

Voiding the Gold Clause 


(From the Macon Telegraph.) 
President Roosevelt proposes now, 
instead of leaving borrowers at the 
mercy of lenders, When it is through 
no fault of their own. to have con- 
gress pass a law declaring that all 
contracts, made previously or here- 
after, shall be payable in any money 
of the United States, and that -gold 
stipulations are null and void. In- 
stead of relying on his declaration of 
the existence of an emergency as a 
basis for impairing contracts, he asks 
congress to do it. ; 
It is charged that this is bad faith 
with creditors—that they are entitled 
to their gold, or pound of flesh, re- 
gardiess. It is claimed by some that 
no emergency exists which gives the 
congress a right to impaif a contract, 
and that.the courts will set aside the 
act. Senator Carter Glass says if the 
supreme court has an ounce of integ- 
rity left the law will prove not worth 
a cent. 
It is quite obvious that this law 
should have been on the statute books 
all the time. But that is beside the 
point. The deciding factor is, does an 
emergency exist which makes it neces- 
sary for the government to impound 
all the gold? If it does, then obviously 
the government should protect the 
gold debtor against a creditor who is 
thus given a merciless advantage. If 
to protect all the people’s interest, by 
holding gold back of their paper 
money, is an emergency, then certain- 
ly another one arises as between debt- 
or and creditor that is just as im- 
portant. . . 
Private rights cannot be abridged 
—except under certain conditions, If 
the occasion requires it, however, all 
private rights are subrogated to pub- 
lic rights, or welfare. 
zens can be sacrificed as soldiers in 
defense of their country: police or 
other officers can be jeopardized in 
the performance of their duty for pub- 
lic. welfare. Private homes can be 
condemned and the property taken for 
the public good, with compensation 
fixed not by the citizens or owner of 
the property, but by “disinterested” 
parties. Thus it is claimed individual 
rights of contracting parties can be 
voided in the interest of public wel- 
ware-—but we have to be sure it is 
in the interest of public welfare. 


But our government and the welfare 
of all the people is more so. Of course, 
if no emergency exists, and the gov- 
ernment does not need the gold. that’s 
different. But as long as the govern- 
ment is holding the gold, no creditor 
should be allowed. to enforce a “gold” 


collection from a debtor.

PATIENTS DO NOT DIE OF AP- 

PENDICITIS IN ENGLAND. 

A motion “That in every case of 
acute appendicitis immediate opera- 
tion is indicated’? was recently debat- 
ed by the Royal Society of Medicine 
and later by Fellowship of Medicine 
and Postgraduate Association, and 
both representative English medical 
bodies appear to have disagreed, aft- 
er the traditional manner of the pro- 
fession. 

The weight of opinion appears to be 
evenly divided upon the question of 
immediate operation in all cases. In 
some cases it is good judgment on the 
part of the surgeon to wait a bit, 
these representative Knglish doctors 
think. ‘These cases, where some of 
the best doctors deem it wise to wait, 
constitute perhaps 2 or 3 per cent of 
all the acute cases of appendicitis— 
so don't bank on cheating the sur- 
geon out of his opportunity if you 
come down with an all-wool-yard-wide 
bellyache tomorrow. ; 

All the English surgeons and physi- 
cians seem to be in accord about the 
wisdom of immediate operation in 
every case of acute appendicitis in a 
young child. With older persons it 
may be a fair gamble to wait a few 
hours or even a few days; with a 
child it is not fair to take such a 
chance, for the changes that happen 
in such illness in the very young are 
too sudden and the effects too disas- 
trous. I- know something of the pain 
a parent suffers when a child is in 
this plight; I know, too, that good, 
prompt American surgery assuages 
that pain as nothing else can, 

Lord Moynitfan, famous English 
surgeon, pulled-off one of his aphor- 
isms—wisecracks, \as we call ‘em here. 
Patients never die \of appendicitis, he 
said; they die of its treatment. 

Now wait a moment. It is vitally 
important for you to get the drift of 
this Dr. Robert T. Morris of English 
medicine. He isn’t throwing any bricks 
at the bungling work of Englisi sur- 
geons. Not he. Moynihan is one of 
them. What he means is that aper- 
ients are fatal, in acute appendicitis. 

Aperients? Oh, you know the Eng- 
lish have their affectations, Aperients 
are laxative or cathartic agents—medi- 
cines, mineral waters, foods. 

So that’s what Mr. Moynihan—hic- 
scuse me, his lordship means. ~ Indeed 
he went right on to say that he had 
never seen: a gangrenous perforated 
appendix (which, I assure you, chil- 
dren, is far worse than it sounds) 
where an aperient was not the cause 
(of the perforation or rupture and 
the dire consequences of this even- 
tuality). No danger would ensue from 
expectant treatment (that means 
watchful waiting) if aperients were 


water—was given. by 
A single drop of water, aver- 
red Lord Moyniban, causes intense 
activity of the alimentary tract in the 
appendix region. 3

remember: Where there is even @ SuS- 
picion of acute appendicitis let noth- 
ing be given by mouth. External 
heat, preferably moist heat as from 
a large poultice or flannels wrung 
out or hot water, applied externally 
for relief, patient kept as quiet 4s 
possible, no physic, no food, no wa- 
ter, at least till the doctor comes.

The text of Judge Hawkins’ de- 
cision follows: 


Text of Decision. 


“The streets and highways of the 
state are constructed largely with 
funds derived from the public by way 
of taxation; they belong to the public 
and are public property. 

“The uses of such. streets and 
highways is not absolute and unre- 
stricted, but is subject to the legisla- 
tive power of reasonable regulation. 
Their primary use is for private pur- 
poses. Their use for purposes of gain 
is special and extraordinary, and 
this the legislature may, generally 
either prohibit or condition ag it sees 
fit. (Schlesinger vs. City of Atlanta, 
164 Ga. 148, 158; Hodge Drive-It- 
Yourself Co. vs. Cincinnati, 248 U. 8. 
335; Stephenson vs. Binford, 53 S8. 
Ct. 181; McEntire vs. Goceme Pub- 
lic Service Commission, 1 S. E. 
246, 248, and cases therein cited.) 

“The law of this state prohibits the 
transportation from any point with- 
out this state to any point within this 
state, or from place to place within 
this state by any common carrier, 
corporation, firm or individual, of any 
of the prohibited liquors or beverages 
defined in the Georgia code, (1926) 
Pp 448 (2), and subjects to confisca- 
tion “vehicles and conveyances” thus 
used “on any of the public roads or 
private ways of this state.” (Wills vs. 
State, 33 Ga. App. 426; Citizens Auto 
Company vs. State, 35 Ga. App. 166.) 

“There can be no dispute in this 
case that the beverages or liquors here 
involved come within the definition 
of “prohibited liquors” as defined in 
the Georgia code, (1926) Pp. 448 (2), 
and the evidence shows that they were 
transported over and along the public 
highways of this state, and, under 
the decisions first hereinbefore cited, 
the state of Georgia had ample au- 
thority to prohibit the transportation 
thereof over and along the public 
highways of the state, and having 
done so, it is immaterial whether the 
transportation thereof be in _ inter- 
state commerce or intrastate com- 
merce, or whether such transporta- 
tion be by common carrier or by pri- 
vate individual. 

“The mere fact that a legitimate 
police regulation of a state may inci- 
dentally affect interstate commerce, to

a limited degree, does not render such 


state legislation obnoxious to the in- 
terstate commerce clause of the fed- 
eral constitution, not being a needless 
Intrusion upon the domain of federal 
jurisdiction, or strictly a regulation of 
interstate commerce.” (Armour vs. 
Augusta, 134 Ga, 178; Cureton vs. 
State, 136 Ga. 91.) 

“The plaintiffs’ petition alleges that 

the beer here involved contains 3.2 
per centum of aleohol and it appears 
that the same was being transported 
for beverage purposes and not for 
scientific, sacramental, medical or me- 
chanical purposes, 
_ “The courts of this state may take 
judicial cognizance, as a matter of 
common knowledge that any beer or 
other liquor of similar potableness 
which contains such an amount of al- 
cohol is intoxicating (Cripe vs. State, 
4 Ga. App. 832; Oconell vs. State, 
5 Ga. App. 234; Ayash vs. William 
Gerst Brewing Co., 21 Ga. App. 264) 
and the court so holds with reference 
to the beverages here involed. 

“This being so, the act of congress 
approved March 22, 1933, known as 
H. R. 3341, and commonly referred 
to as the “beer bill,” which under- 
takes to legalize the manufacture, sale 
and transportation of beer containing 
not more than 3.2 per centum of al- 


cohol by weight, for. beverage pur-| 


poses, is unconstitutional, null and 
void as being violative of the ecight- 
eenth amendment to the federal con- 
stitution ratified in 1919. (40 State 
At L 1050, 1941: civil code of Geor- 
gia, 1926, Pp 6706, 3), which pro- 
vides that: ; 

“*Afters one year from the: ratifi- 
eation of this article, the manufac- 
ture, sale or transportation of intoxi- 
eating liquors within, the importation 
thereof into, or the exportation there- 
of from the United States and all 
territory subject to the jurisdiction 
thereof for beverage purposes is here- 
by prohibited.’ ‘ 

“For each and all of the foregoing 
reasons, and.upon the authorities 
cited, the prayers of the plaintiffs are 
each and all hereby denied.” 


FIRST TESTS OF BEER LAW 
BEGIN TODAY IN U. 8S. COURT 


First legal tests of the 3.2 beer 
laws to be held in Atlanta are slated 
to begin today ‘in federal district 
court.

EBENEZER T. WILLIAMS, 
LAWYER, ORATOR, DIES 


Ebenezer T. Williams, 69, former 
solicitor-general of Fulton county, at- 
torney and widely known orator, died 
Tuesday at his home 904 West End 
avenue, after a long illness.

Psychiatry’s Role in Cou 
Draws Stirring Defense by Leader 


he May 30.—(4)—Dr. James 

V. May, of Boston, president of the 
American Psychiatric Association, to- 
day said “It is the attitude of the 
law that makes disinterested and im- 
partial study of mental conditions im- 
possible in court cases.” 

Speaking at a convention of the 
association at a Boston hotel on the 
subject, “The Bstablishment of a 
Psychiatric Standards by the Asso- 
ciation,” Dr. May said: 

“There would appear to be a well- 
defined tendency on the part of many 
to look upon psychiatry as the great 
popular playground of modern med- 
ical science. It seems to have a fatal 
fascination for the uninitiated, ap- 
pealing to medical as well as lay 
amateurs. 

“. . . Much has been said about 
the ‘so-called ‘battle of experts’ in 
murder trials as discrediting the 
standing of psychiatrists. It is the 
attitude of the law that makes disin- 
terested and impartial study of men- 
tal conditions impossible in court 
cases. 

“Psychiatrists have endeavored un- 
successfully for many years to rem- 


‘differences of opinion on the part of 
the best men in the profession have 
never been looked upon with sus- 
picion in any other branch of medi- 
cine. The decisions rendered by the 
United States supreme court very 
often show a. marked difference of 
opinion on the sek of those distin- 
guished jurists. Their findings are not 
always unanimous, and minority re- 
ports are frequently submitted. 

“In view of this fact, there would 
appear to be no reason why some hon- 
est difference of opinion should not 
be permitted on the part of psychia- 
trists. As a matter of fact, the med- 
ical experts testifying in murder 
trials in many instances are not pby- 
chiatrists at all, and have had no ac- 
a experience whatever in that 
ield.”

monthly survey. 

Passing on “the benefits of the 
new deal,” the Callaway Mills, of 
LaGrange, announced through its 
treasurer, Fuller Callaway Jr.. that 
wages and salaries haa been _ in- 
creased in 11 units of the mills, af- 
fecting approximately 5,000 workers. 
The increase is effective in nediately 
and when workers receive their next 
pay envelope they will find concrete 
evidence of imprcving conditions. 

The Dunson Mills. also of 
Grange, announced a 10 per cent 
raise affecting 600 workers. effective 
Monday, May 2!) This was an- 
aeners through W. 8S. Dunson, presi- 
ent, 


Meanwhile, business in many lines | 


accelerated with both wholesale and 
retail trade showing substantial gains. 
Many textile mills 
of the south were revising 
their pay rolls. 

Commenting on the increase 
Wages in the Callaway mills, 
treasurer said “steadily increasing 
business justifies the raise in sala- 
ries and wages. We are happy to 
pass on to workers some of the ben- 
efits of the new deal.” The pay 
hike will affect six units in La- 
Grange, one in Hogansville. one in 
Manchester, one in Roanoke, A.a., 
one in Millstead and a rug mill, also 
in LaGrange. 

This is the second 10 per cent in- 
crease for the Callaway workers, the 
first having been made late in the 
fall of 19382. 

The survey report by the federal 
reserve bank was the most encour- 
aging in several months, covering 
financial, agricultural, trade and in- 
dustrial conditions in six southeast- 
ern states. a 

Both wholesale and retail trade 
gained during April, the survey 
showed, with department store trade 
increased by considerably more than 
the usual seasonal amount. Total 
sales by 34 reporting firms gained 
21.1 per cent over March, but were 
less than the same period last year 
by 12.5 per cent. 

An adjusted index showed an im- 
provement of 14.5 per cent for the 
period, compared with 1.3 per cent 
for last year.

The 
number of workers in both cloth and 
yarn mills in April and yarn mills 
16.9 per eent more workers and cloth 
mills 6.38 per cent more workers than 
in April, 1932. Orders, while smaller 
than in March, were much in excess

| per cent in April and lumber mill or- 


ders were greater. Crops in the six 
weather, but the condition of peaches 
was reported as better than at the 
same time last year. 

Adding their voice to the cheerful 
chorus of good business, lumber mills 
reported a volume of business during 
recent weeks substantially larger than 
for the same period in 1932.

There was a further decline of near- 
ly $10,000,000 in the total volume of 
reserve bank credit outstanding at the 
Federal Reserve Bank of Atlanta be- 
tween April 12 and May 10. Loans 
in 17 banks increased slightly from 
April 12 to May 10 but were $19,- 
000,000 smaller than on the corre- 
sponding Wednesday last year. 

Production of electric power by pub- 
lic utility power plants in the sixth 
district increased by 6.3 per cent in 
March over February, but averaged 
less than in March of last year. There 
was a seasonal decline in bituminous 
coal mining, but receipts of both tur- 
pentine and rosin in the three naval 
stores markets were larger in April 
than in March.

No matter hov sound the advice you 
may place in a book to guide the bid- 
ding of Contract hands, it is possible, 
as I recently discovered, in the stress 
of actual play, to forget just exacily 
whet a bid represents when made by 
your partner as one of the responses 
to an Opening Forcing bid of two 
in a suit. 

The above-mentioned discovery was 
made in an important match, my vop- 
ponents being Weldemar Von Zedt- 
witz and Raymond SBalfe. Fortu- 
nately I was permitted to read the 
Blue Book then and there and deter- 
mine from its pages what my partners 
bid had meant. 

“I can‘ see no reason,” remarked 
Mr. Von Zedtwitz “why a man who 
writes a book should not be permit- 
ted to read it, just so he doesn’t de- 
lay the game too much.” 

In this view Mr. Balfe coincided, 
and so the Blue Book was sent for 
and I read there: 

“The Culbertson Four-Five 
trump Slam Convention also applies 
to Forcing two-bics. but with the fol- 
lowing modifications dictated by the 
logic of the situation: If the Re- 
sponding Hand holds at least 2 1-2 
honor-tricks (not necessarily Aces or 
a King) he must bid four nagging 
at once if holding no Raise or bid- 
dable suit, or evéntually in any event. 
The five no-trump is used by the 
Responding Hand only as a response 
to the Opening bidder's four-no-trump 
signal, and shows two Aces. Both the 
four- and five-no-trump bids are Fore- 
ing.’

TALLAHASSEE, Fla., May 30.— 
(?)—Inserting an amendment provid- 
ing for an affirmative referendum, the 
house late today passed, 88 to 8, 
the administration-sponsored and sen- 
ate-approved public debt funding Hill.

It is the most pain- 
ful hold in wrestling and only Londos 
does it well. 

Steinborn eseaped from four of them 
by pulling himself to the ropes. ] 
never had a man endure one of them 
before.” said the amazed Londos after 
the match. 

THE LEG LOCK. 

The leg lock is so arranged that 
leverage is applied at the ankle, knee 
and on the shin bone itself. The 
more the victim struggles the more he 
hurts himself. It is a variation of 
a jiu jitsu hold and was invented by 
Londos himself. 

It was a great match but the Great 
Greek was master throughout. He 
showed the crowd that he is also pow- 
erful. He weighs but 210 pounds but 
he is a marvel physically. Often he; 
nicked up the huge bulk of Stein- 
Ses and banged it to the mat. He 
showed. great strength and skill, as 
he always does. 

There is no doubt but that the 
champion is a great performer and a 
great wrestler. 

In the semi-windup Ivan Vacturoff, 
big Russian, and Tom Marvin, Osage 
Indian, wrestled to a draw, each get- 
ting a fall in the one-hour match.
